Which cxhortation isſo much the more 


needefull, by how mach the practiſe-of 
molt-men'is- more contrarie thereto ;we 
come, for the moſt part very ill affte&ed 
tothe word:of God, Whenaany linisthere 
diſgraced, and ſhewed to be daungerous, 
we labour to poſt off thoſe ſpeeches to 
another /min , and ſending theeyesof 
our mind abroad, which might haue bin 
farre better bulied at home; we ſeeke a fit 
man to beſtow ſuch aleffon vpan, chu- 
lingrathertocaſt itvpon any man, then 
to learne it' ourſelues.

poſlible tobe earthly minded, vnlefle a man had 
much carth in polleſſion. But theſe men are excce- 
dingly decciued about the nature of this cuill; as 
themſclues might well perceiue had they-burt con» 
ſuited with the wiſe man, that ſaith,the ſluggard ly- 
ſicth and hathnothing, A-man may hauc a ſtrong 
' Juſt towealth, albeit he hane none of it, yea thoug| 
he be frozen vp in the cold dregges of idlenetle and 
lazinetle,fothat he wil not aduenture to fet his foot 
ypon the colde ground for it. Nay, ſuch men are 
moſt deſperately couctous,for becauſe their floth 
ſcrues themnottotake the ordinaric paines for get- 
ting it, tzerefore theirluſts drives them to huntand 
ſceke for it, in the ſecret and vabeaten waies of cou-' 
fonage and villany. I would to God there were 
not a great number of ſuch flothfull luſters 
knowne in the world, perhaps alſo prenſcnt ia this 
place, whoſe couctoufnefle is no lefle then other 
mens, but it is ouerborne by ſotne other luſt that 
js more then quarrer maſter with it, Forthis you 
mult know,that this vice may bce after a diucrſe 
4 maner in dinerſe men,in fome, it isthe chiefe Lord 
and foucraigne, bearing rule & commanding for it 
ſelf,in-others it rules as an vnder officer to another 
Iuſt,& isas Imay fay.the puru-yer,or taker foridle- | 
nes.,ambition,or prgdigality. Sometimes it is whole 
maſter,ſometimes halfe,ſametimes quarter maiſter 
wich thele ſins before named;fomtims as ſeruitto al

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br fomoof them;for though theſe finnes 
cannot wellagrec among themſclues,yet 
they can all agree well cnaugh againſt 
godlincilc,and pictic of lite. Some ſcrape 
_ to keepe and to looke 'vpon itz; ſome 
ſcrape to ſcatter & miſpend itzthe one of 
theltis as violent in his courſes,as the o-- 
ther,andthis {inne' is as hurtfull, yea and 
more hurtfull to the partics ſelfc, to the 
Churchand common-ealc, wher it is 
keptasa retainer to an other ſin, then if 
it had the chicfc-dome and.
